The rabbit eye is inocuiated with Herpes simplex, type 1, (herpetic eye disease). This animal model 
studies the processes regulating the latency and recrudescence of ocular herpes infections. Human 
patients with ocular herpes infections rarely report pain, but rather some patients report discomfort. It is 
thought that this infection is generally pain free because the viral infection damages nerve endings of the 
cornea resulting in loss of sensation. However, a small minority of infected rabbits « 5%) show signs of 
irritation and may scratch at the skin around the orbit. In addition, <1 of infected rabbits may progress on 
to further complications such as encephalitis and seizures. Such| rabbits are euthanized immediately. 


5. Scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved, including methods or means used 
to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. 


Treatment of the ocular infections was considered, and non-treatment was approved by the lACUC based 
on the following rationale. 


Although animals transiently develop clinical signs of disease (ie: conjunctivitis, iritis and keratitis, 
etc.), the condition does not appear painful to the majority of study subjects (see above); 
Assessment of pain and distress was performed by veterinary personnel. 

Topical drugs in the eye would interfere with the experimental infection and adversely affect the 
study results. Such treatment may actually enhance the infection rather than ameliorate it. In 
particular, , the ability to accurately measure the amount of virus (the major experimental 
outcome) in the eye at different time points after infection would be compromised by standard 

medical therapies. r ^ a 

Review of laboratory records concerning this model.. Over the preceding three years (performe 

here and at another institution), this laboratory has used> 1500 rabbits in similar research and 
<1% of the animals required euthanasia due to complications from the viral infection. 

Alternative searches using USDA approved databases were performed that validated the rabbit 
model and failed to identif/ alternative methodology or practices that would allow therapeutic 

intervention.

Guinea pigs are guillotined to obtain brain tissues, following the protocol recommended in the AVMA Policy on Euthaniaia 

( 2000 ).

A review of the pharmacology of currently available anesthetics indicates that anesthetics elevate Pro'sct'n levels (as^^^^ 
as other oituitary hormones) by a direct action on the hypothalamic A12 dopamine neurons that tonically inhibit Prolactin 
release. The rSease of prolactin adversely affects the electrophysiological records of hypothalamic shces being studied in 
the protocol Review of the current literature of acceptable means of euthanization conducted by the PI and 
the lACUC determined that all chemical means of euthanization would adversely impact the 
investigated. Guillotining by appropriately trained personnel was determined to be the least painful means of 
euthanization available to meet the requirements of the study.
